After the war he returned to college at San Jose State, where he received his teaching credentials, 
During his Senior year he was the Conductor of the San Francisco State Symphony Orchestra, 

During Ells third year as a Junior High, Mr. Baughman came to teach Mathematics and Music. He 
organized and taught Harry Ells Drum and Bugle Corps which marched and played in parades, 

In addition Mr, Baughman officiated for many years at ACAL atheletic events, refereed basket- 
ball games and acted as timer in track events, 

When Ells closed Mr. Baughman left but returned when Ells reopened. Mr. Baughman continues to 
promote school spirit.

FIRST HOMECOMING 


The 1971 Falcons had a nice homecom- 
ing at arch-rival Richmond's expense, win- 
ning the clash 14-8, 

After a scoreless first period that saw an 
Oiler touchdown drive break down at the 
Ells 24-yard line, Richmond got a major 
break early in the second quarter when the 
Falcons misplayed a punt. 

The ball accidentally touched Ells‘ 
Bruce Swift and Richmond end Mike Ful- 
more fell on it at the Falcons" 31 yard line.
